river for a township. This survey was made on ice, and the 
following year was extended from Newbury to the north 
end of the Upper Coos.” 


“The original proprietors (of Guildhall) were residents of 
New Haven County and vicinity in the State of Connecticut. 
They held frequent meetings and passed sundry votes pre- 
paratory to occupying their lands, but they did not settle, 
or perhaps not even visit their lands, until men from an- 
other State (Massachusetts) had occupied portions thereof.” 


For “in the spring of 1764, a party (had) left’ Lancaster, 
Mass., composed of the following: David Page, whose father 
was the first settler of Lunenburg, Mass., David Page, Jr., 
Emmons Stockwell, Timothy Nash and a Mr. Rice.” 


These men and a George Wheeler settled on the meadows 
of Lancaster, N. H., and the opposite meadows of Guildhall, 
before the proprietors from Conn. came in 1779 or so to sur- 
vey the town of Gulidhall.

Qualifications of 1961 Town 
Meeting Voters 


SEC. 3499 Vermont Statutes (as so amended by No. 
25 of the Act of 1949) is as follows: 


A male or female citizen, twenty-one years of 
age, who has taken the freeman’s oath and whose 
list, including poll, is taken in a town at the annual © 
assessment preceding a town meeting, and whose 
poll and old age assistance taxes due such town, were 
paid prior to JANUARY 1 preceding such town meet- 
ing, or who has attained the age of twenty-one years 
subsequent to the last annual assessment and resid- 
ed in the town since April 1 last preceding, or who 
is exempt from taxation for any cause, shall be a 
voter in town meeting while residing in such town. 
Such citizen, if a resident of an incorporated village 
within such town, shall not vote in town meeting for 
town road commissioner unless at least fifteen per 
cent of the last highway tax of such incorporated 
village has been paid to the town treasurer to be ex- 
pended upon the highways of the town outside of 
such incorporated village. A person qualified to 
vote in town meeting under the provisions of this 
section shall be qualified to vote in all other muni- 
cipal meetings.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


A brief examination of the data sheet that accom- 
panies this report shows that the enrollment last 
September was 36 in the Guildhall School and two in 
the Groveton, N. H. elementary school. 

At the time this report is being written, January 
16, 1961, the number of pupils in the Guildhall 
School has dropped to 32. The cecrease is due to 
families moving from the district. The enroliment 
is now eight less than it was in January, 1960. _ 

The number of boys and girls attending high school 
at the present time is nine. This number is one less 
than in January 1960. 

I again wish to emphasize the fine elementary edu- 
cational facilities available at the Guildhall School. 
The board has furnished excellent, up-to-date teach- 
ing supplies, textbooks and resource materials in gen- 
erous amounts. The building and grounds are unsur- 
passed anywhere in the state, the teachers are devot- 
ed, skillful and well trained, and the children have 
the benefits of a good hot lunch program. Truly the 
people of Guildhall are fortunate to have these ad- 
vantages for their children. 

The amount of state aid received in December 
1960 was $8,064.81. It might be of interest to know 
that if the 1960 state aid had been calculated accord- 
ing to the proposed new formula, Guildhall’s share 
would have been some $4,097 less. If the old form- 
ula remains unchanged, it appears that the 1961 state 
aid will be around $7,500. The apparent decrease is 
due to a decrease of some 10 pupils attending school. 

The members of the board gave detailed study to 
each item of the proposed budget of $21,871 for the 
school year July 1, 1961 - June 30, 1962. When we 
consider such factors as high school tuition, trans- 
portation, debt service, and conformity to the law 
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relative to teachers’ salaries and sick leave, the budg- 
et is far from excessive. 

Speaking of budgets, I urge the parents to see to 
it that their children get their money’s worth by tak- 
ing full advantage of the educational opportunities 
provided for them. The item of secondary tuition 
deserves a second look. The tuition at Groveton High 
School next year is to be $436 per pupil. Pupils 
should be aware of the taxpayers’ efforts and sacri- 
fices, and try to do their very best to achieve. The 
time has come when irregular attendance, indiffer- 
ence, poor application and lack of effort will not be 
tolerated. All that we ask is that each pupil will 
work hard and earnestly to achieve. I feel that we 
can rely on our boys and girls to do just that. 

I am disappointed that we were not able to secure 
a dental hygienist to carry on the topical fluoride 
program. The prospects appear slim that we may 
be able to get one before the close of school in June. 
However, we have hopes that the program will be 
underway again next year. 

At this time I wish to express my appreciation to 
all for your help and support.

Qualifications of Voters 


V.S.A. Chapter 31 Tithe 24 Number 701 


A male or female citizen, twenty-one years of age, 
who has taken the freeman’s oath and whose list, in- 
cluding poll, is taken in a town at the annual assess- 
ment preceding a town meeting, and whose poll and 
old age assistance taxes due such town, were paid 
prior to January 1 preceding such town meeting, or 
who has attained the age of twenty-one years sub- 
sequent to the last annual assessment and resided in 
the town since April 1 preceding, or who is exempt 
from taxation for any cause, shall be a voter in town 
meeting while residing in such town, provided, how- 
ever, that the assessment of a special poll tax shall 
not affect the qualification for voting. Such citizen, 
if a resident of an incorporated village within such 
town, shall not vote in town meeting for town road 
commissioner unless at least fifteen per cent of the 
last highway tax of such incorporated village has 
been paid to the town treasurer to be expended up- 
on the highways of the town outside of such incor- 
porated village. A person qualified to vote in town 
meeting under the provisions of this section shall be 
qualified to vote in all other municipal meetings.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Guildhall School District 


An examination of the statistical section of this re- 
port will show that at the opening of school last 
September there were 32 pupils enrolled in grades 
1-8. That is four less than the number enrolled in 
September 1960. At the time this report is being 
written, January 20, 1962, the enrollment is 31. Pres- 
ent data indicate that the resident elementary school 
enrollment in September 1962 will be 27. 

The number of Guildhall pupils attending high 
school is seven, the same as in September 1961, but 
three less than in September 1960. 

During the year the school board has furnished 
ample quantities of the latest texts and instrumental 
materials. I am pleased to report that the school 
equipment and facilities are excellent. 

The school plant has been kept in fine condition. 
During the summer the wood portions of the exterior 
of the building were painted, a section of the roof 
flashing repaired, and the heating system serviced. 

Plans are being made to resume the topical fluoride 
program for all pupils in grades 2, 5 and 8, beginning 
with the 1962-63 school year. The program is being 
set up by four superintendents of the northeastern 
section of the state with the aim of having it con- 
tinue from year to year. I am confident that all 
parents will welcome the return of this project. 

Guildhall’s share of state aid for the 1960-61 school 
year was $7,530.87. If there are no changes in the 
present school enrollments the amount due Guildhall 
in December 1962 should be around $7,300. 

The recommended budget of $23,050 for the school 
year, July 1, 1962 - June 30, 1963, is in line with in- 
creasing costs, especially in high school tuition. It 
might be of interest to note that present figures indi- 
cate a possibility of 14 Guildhall residents being en- 
rolled in high schools next September. 

At this time I wish to express appreciation for the 
cooperation of the Busy Beavers 4-H Club, parents, 
teachers, the Home Demonstration group, and the 
school nurse for their help during the past year.

V. S.A. Chapter 31 Title 24 Number 701 


A male or female citizen, twenty-one years of age, 
who has taken the freeman’s oath and whose list, in- 
cluding poll, is taken in a town at the annual assess- 
ment preceding a town meeting, and whose poll and 
old age assistance taxes due such town, were paid 
prior to January 1 preceding such town meeting, or 
who has attained the age of twenty-one years sub- 
sequent to the last annual assessment and resided in 
the town since April 1 preceding, or who is exempt 
from taxation for any cause, shall be a voter in town 
meeting while residing in such town, provided, how- 
ever, that the assessment of a special poll tax shall 
not affect the qualification for voting. Such citizen, 
if a resident of an incorporated village within such 
town, shall not vote in town meeting for town road 
commissioner unless at least fifteen per cent of the 
last highway tax of such incorporated village has been 
paid to the town treasurer to be expended upon the 
highways of the town outside of such incorporated 
village. A person qualified to vote in town meeting 
under the provisions of this section shall be qualified 
to vote in all other municipal meetings.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Guildhall School District 

The total enrollment in grades 1-8 in the Guild- 
hall School, at the time of this writing, January 10, 
1963, is 31, which is identical to the January 1962 en- 
roliment. It also exceeds by four the anticipated en- 
rollment. 

The number of pupils from the district attending 
high school has been ten. ; 

The latest texts and teaching materials have been 
amply supplied by the school board. I am particu- 
larly pleased that the new T.V. set purchased with 
N.D.E.A. aid has helped greatly in the teaching of 
science, modern mathematics and Vermont history. 
Much greater opportunities for the use of T.V. will 
result if the General Assembly reacts favorably to the 
proposed Educational T.V. legislation which will bring 
about more subject matter programs and full state 
coverage. 

fam happy to report that the Topical Fluoride 
Program has been successfully resumed for all pupils 
in grades 2, 5, & 8. Twelve pupils took advantage of 
this program which consists of a thorough cleaning 
of the teeth and four applications of a fluoride by a 
registered dental hygienist. One half the cost of 
$4.50 for each pupil was carried by the Home Dem- 
onstration group. 

The matter of state aid to education deserves much 
thought by the Guildhall taxpayers. The amount re- 
ceived for the 1961-62 school year was $7,241.73. It 
should be noted that had the state aid for that: year 
been based upon the proposed equalization formula, 
the amount would have been around $1,750. 

If the present enrollments do not change, the 1963 
state aid should be in the vicinity of $7,480.00. The 
proposed formula now before the Legislature will not 
affect the amount of state aid paid in 1963. 

The board gave careful consideration to the various 
items of the proposed budget of $22,456.00 for the 
school year July 1, 1963 - June 30, 1964. 

As in the past, I wish to thank the Home Demon- 
stration Group, the school nurse and all others who 
have supported the school during the past year.
